ROSE L. VORMELKER

Creating a climate for business library 
service has given Rose L. Vormelker the rep- 
utation of being the “Business Man’s Libra- 
rian,” while her professional leadership and 
activities, and her library school courses in 
special libraries has also earned her the name 
among her associates as “The Librarian’s Li- 
brarian.” 

Rose herself, the organizer of the world- 
famous Business Information Bureau of the 
Cleveland Public Library, has always credit- 
ed the success of the service to Linda East- 


man, Louise Prouty and Marilla Waite Free- 
man, for “without them the Business Infor- 
mation Bureau could never have become an 
accomplished fact, because no one can create, 
develop or sustain a specialized service with- 
out administrative understanding, encourage- 
ment and wholehearted support.” 

Her friend, Marilla Freeman, said of Rose 
and the Business Information Bureau many 
years later: “I had an opportunity to see at 
first hand its immediate impact upon the 
community, and the rapidity with which it 
grew to have a world clientele . . . Indeed, 
Rose Vormelker is a striking example of a 
librarian who is also regarded as one of the 
most valuable citizens of her community. 
She is too modest and un-selfseeking to have 
sought such a reputation, but her great abil- 
ity, her generous nature, her discerning in- 
terest in all human and community problems, 
have won it for her. ‘A World Woman,’ I 
would denominate her.” 


Rose Vormelker attended Oberlin, the De- 
troit Conservatory of Music, and Western 
Reserve University. As a page in a Cleveland 
Branch she had an early taste of library 
work, the best recruitment method of all, and 
so almost by accident, she entered the West- 
ern Reserve University School of Library 
Science for a career in library work. What 
was not accidental was that, following early 
experiences in the Detroit Public Library and 
the White Motor Company, she cast all her 
interests and energy into a boiling cauldron 
of pioneering and creative activity that pro- 
duced a world-renowned public library ser- 
vice to business and industry in Cleveland. 

Twenty-five years after the opening of the 
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Business Information Bureau, twenty-nine 
business, professional, and labor organiza- 
tions honored Miss Vormelker with a civic 
luncheon attended by 400 Cleveland leaders 
and educators where she was presented with 
an illuminated scroll inscribed with the fol- 
lowing tribute: “In recognition of 25 years 
of pioneering activity and outstanding ser- 
vice the undersigned organizations and the 
multitude of individuals, business enterprises, 
labor groups and trade associations for whom 
they speak, extend grateful appreciation for 
the vision which led to the establishment of 
the Business Information Bureau in Decem- 
ber 1930 and for the inspiring leadership 
contributed by Rose Vormelker as its head. 
“The responsive cooperation and generous 
service of its staff have greatly enriched the 
fine traditions of the Cleveland Public Lib- 
rary under whose aegis the Business Informa- 
tion Bureau has become one of the nation’s 
great sources of economic information.” 

What are some of the factors that contrib- 
uted to this unique and outstanding achieve- 
ment? Her friends and colleagues would re- 
call her good judgment and selectivity, her 
inward drive and outward poise, her know- 
ledge of people and her innate understanding 
and sympathy with the individual, her sense 
of humor, her ease in dealing with difficult 
situations, her splendid memory, her native 
intelligence. These might be considered the 
necessary qualifications for any good leader 
or administrator. What was it that carried 
her beyond that point to attainment of the 
dream? Probably it was her vision and high 
ideals of service to the community, the cap- 
acity and ability to transform them into ac- 
tion, and the perseverance and fortitude for 
successful fulfillment. Right from the start 
she practiced the most rigid discipline for her- 
self without demanding it from others. One 
might say that Rose Vormelker’s was a dedi- 
cated life in a very real sense. No part of her 
personal desires was allowed to interfere with 
her thought and work and planning for the 
library and her staff. 


She observed that the business men coming 
into the library had little acquaintance with 
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the rich supply of informational sources. She 
began to issue Business Information Sources, 
a quarterly list of books and articles on 
special business subjects now in its 30th 
volume (since 1957 called Business and 
Technology Sources), and widely used by 
business men, libraries, and in many teaching 
courses. It seemed to her, however, that one 
of the real problems for the man entering a 
business career was the lack of college courses 
for business information sources similar to 
the ones required of students in the science 
fields. No one knew the information sources 
for all the branches of business as well as 
Rose and she was soon teaching a course in 
literature resources to the business students 
of Cleveland College. Librarians with busi- 
ness background were rare, so she was asked 
to train potential librarians for special lib- 
rary literature searching and administration 
at the School of Library Science, Western Re- 
serve University, and, later, at the Graduate 
School for Library Science at the University 
of Michigan Summer Sessions. 


While all this was being done for the city 
that so modestly claimed for itself “the best 
location in the nation,’ Miss Vormelker’s 
leadership, initiative and originality was at- 
tracting the attention of librarians through- 
out the nation—and many outside the United 
States. Business men and librarians came to 
Cleveland to see what was being done in the 
Business Information Bureau, and for advice 
in initiating similar services in their own 
communities. Often her objectivity and an- 
alysis of what she considered to be mistakes 
in her own system were as helpful to others 
in avoiding errors and frustrating policies as 
were her procedures and wide range of sub- 
jects in building up a service. She gave most 
generously of herself and her experience in 
person, and in her many publications, with 
the result that every business library in the 
country reflects the originality, the inspira- 
tion and leadership of her pioneering work. 


Very early, requests came from the editors 
of professional and management publications 
for articles on how to organize a service to 
business in libraries with small budgets and 
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collections. So article after article directed 
to the small and medium public libraries and 
to the special libraries have appeared in 
magazines in the United States, Canada, Eng- 
land and Australia. Where To Get Business 
Information in Cleveland, an illustrated bro- 
chure was financed and published by the Nor- 
thern Ohio Chapter of the American Market- 
ing Association. It remains a guide and a 
fine example of a way to reveal the resources 
of a service organization to its community. A 
pamphlet, The Company Library—What It 
Is and Does, published in 1951 is still in use 
and has been translated into French, Swedish, 
and Italian. “Business Books Appraised,” a 
monthly list and yearly summary in Library 
Journal, was edited by R. V. from 1953-1959. 


During World War II the first volume of 
Special Library Resources, covering the 
specialized documented resources in 705 lib- 
raries in the United States and Canada, was 
assembled in three months by R. V. and pub- 
lished as an emergency measure by Special 
Libraries Association on the request of the 
U.S. Office of Facts and Figures. This proved 
so useful it has since been expanded into four 
volumes, with the aid of Isabel Towner. 


Rose Vormelker knew her Cleveland like a 
huntsman knows his woods, so it is no sur- 
prise that the extra-curricular list of her com- 
mittees and officer assignments includes busi- 
ness, industrial, graphic arts, urban, women’s 
service clubs and many other types of organi- 
zations. She is the only woman on the Real 
Property Inventory, Inc., Board of Trustees, 
started by Howard Whipple Green. She has 
been President of the Cleveland Chapter of 
the American Statistical Association; Presi- 
dent of the Library Club of Cleveland ; Presi- 
dent of Zonta; and organizer of the Cleve- 
land Inter Club Council; also President of 
the Special Libraries Association which in 
1953 presented her with their highest award 
—“A Tribute for Distinguished Service” en- 
graved on a beautiful silver serving tray. 

The many tributes from her peers within 
and without her profession might have justi- 
fied a relaxation of her responsibilities but it 
never occurred to her. During the years she 
had received many alluring offers in New 
York, Washington, Australia. She went brief- 
ly, to Washington, D. C. during the war to 
select materials for 4,000 War Information 
Centers under the Executive Office of the 
President. 
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When Mr. L. Quincy Mumford left the 
Cleveland Public Library to become the Lib- 
rarian of Congress, the Administration of the 
Cleveland Public Library was assigned to an 
Administrative Committee of Department 
Heads of which she was one, serving as Sec- 
retary of its Executive Group. Shortly after 
Mr. Raymond C. Lindquist became Director 
in 1955, Miss Vormelker was appointed As- 
sistant Director though it was known she was 
considering another very challenging oppor- 
tunity. May 16, 1956 she submitted a letter 
which had caused her much anguish and soul- 
searching. It said: ‘“‘This is without doubt the 
most difficult letter I’ve ever tried to write, 
for it brings my resignation from the Cleve- 
land Public Library . . . It was not easy to 
make a decision . . . My years in the Cleve- 
land Public Library have been happy ones 
and the work all-consuming, lively and satis- 
fying. It was especially exhilarating to intro- 
duce the business library service to this com- 
munity . . .” Thus she left the Library that 
she had helped make famous and where, as 
Mrs. Robert H. Jamison, President of the 
Board said “She has been a rock. She has 
been a bright star in our galaxy. Her work 
is known all over the United States, all over 
the world.” 


The opportunity to pioneer in another as- 
pect of her chosen profession had been offered 
by the Forest City Publishing Company, 
publisher of two Cleveland newspapers, the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, and the Cleveland 
News. Mr. Wright Bryan, the Editor of the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer has expressed in the 
following message the appreciation of the 
Company for Rose Vormelker’s contribution 
to her new field: “A metropolitan news- 
paper’s library requirements are specialized 
in some respects, yet they are as broad as the 
scope of human knowledge. Whatever con- 
cerns mankind is likely to crop up. When 
that happens, the reporter or editorial writer 
needs quick and sure access to background 
information which will make his work com- 
plete and authoritative. A newspaper lib- 
rary, in addition to keeping the newspaper’s 
own files of clippings and back issues and 
photographs, must also be a general reference 
source of the highest quality. That is why we 
sought a librarian of Miss Vormelker’s great 
attainments. The wisdom of our decision to 
enlist her services is proved anew every day 
by the increasing use of our library by all 
departments of our papers and in the im- 
provement of the final product which goes to 
our readers.”

BIBLIOGRAPHY OF AMERICAN LITERATURE. Compiled 
by Jacob Blanck, for the Bibliographical Society of 
America. Volume Three: Edward Eggleston to Bret 
Harte. Mr. Blanck and his collaborators have now 
added, in this latest volume, 34 authors and 2,482 en- 
tries (plus some reprints and references) to their pre- 
vious 86 authors and 5,087 entries in this great perma- 
nent contribution to American bibliography. Again, 
as explained in the preface to Vol. I, authors were 
chosen whose belles-lettres, in their own time, were 
known and read; yet, it is surprising how few are 
read today or have any considerable reputation. Of 
the 34 writers, Emerson is head and shoulders above 
the rest, then Bret Harte, Eugene Field, Philip Fren- 
eau, Joel Chandler (“Uncle Remus”) Harris, Margaret 
Fuller (but who reads her?), Fitz-Greene Halleck, and 
Edward (Hoosier Schoolmaster”) Eggleston. And per- 
haps “Mary Had a Little Lamb,” “Ben Bolt,” “Trail 
of the Lonesome Pine,” “Coquette,” and “Sut Lov- 
ingood” are better known than their authors, Sarah 
Josepha Hale, Thomas Dunn English, John Fox, Jr., 
Hannah Foster, and George Washington Harris. The 
number of pages per author varies from 67 for Harte 
and 54 for Emerson to 1 for Hannah Foster. Of 
those in Vol. III of BAL, 20 are not in Mr. Blanck’s 
edition of Merle Johnson’s American First Editions, 
and two (Sumner Lincoln Fairfield and Baynard Rush 
Hall) are not in the all-inclusive Oxford Companion 
to American Literature. Even in the terms of selec- 
tion outlined in Vol. I, it is difficult to understand 
the exclusion of Benjamin Franklin, which seems to 
me the most serious omission among the 120 authors 
thus far. Are some of his writings not belles-lettres? 
As in the first two volumes, there is here within its 
scope the highest order of bibliographical achievement ; 
and scholars, collectors and librarians look forward 
to each succeeding volume every other year.

GarRETT, JOHN, editor. More Talking of Shakes- 
peare. These twelve lectures “were delivered at the 
{Stratford-upon-Avon] Shakespeare Memorial Thea- 
tre’s Summer Schools on Shakespeare between the years 
1954 and 1958.” They were addressed primarily to 
teachers according to Mr. Garrett, who also edited the 
earlier collection, Talking of Shakespeare, in 1954. 
Among the authors are Nevill Coghill, Helen Gardner, 
H.D.F. Kitto, Harry Levin, and James Sutherland. 
There are such generalized studies as “Shakespeare’s 
Pastoral Comedy,” “Shakespeare and the Dramatic 
Critics”, but the most common focus lies in Shakes- 
peare’s characters and in various critical approaches 
to them. Particular emphasis is placed on As you 
Like It, Measure for Measure, Much Ado About Noth- 
ing, Twelfth Night, Lear, Macbeth, and Hamlet. Only 
one of the authors is preoccupied with actual stage 
performance. Although the essays are obviously coor- 
dinated with actual performances, the editor does not 
provide a list for each year, nor does he date the lec- 
tures. The collection, although it is uneven, is most 
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enjoyable and provocative—particularly for teachers 
of Shakespeare.

NICOLL, ALLARDYCE, editor. Shakespeare Survey 12. 
This annual has always been somewhat anomalous: 
heterogeneous, mediocre essays have sometimes jostled 
remarkable pieces (like Harold Jenkins’ As You Like It 
in Survey 8, 1955) and the always competent yearly 
reviews — Critical Studies; Shakespeare’s Life, Times, 
and Stage; and Textual Studies. This year’s collection 
is not altogether an exception. Truly, there seems little 
excuse for the publication of the indifferent papers, 
“Cleopatra as Isis,” by Michael Lloyd, who apparently 
has not heard of Book V of The Faerie Queene, which 
has much to do with the Egyptian goddess; and a 
short history of the Norfolk house, “The Maddermar- 
ket Theatre and the Playing of Shakespeare,” by the 
late Nugent Monck. But Volume 12 is not merely more 
unified than its predecessors in that nine of its four- 
teen articles have to do more or less directly with the 
structure of the Elizabethan stage and playhouse, but 
it also represents the very latest and best supported 
thinking on the subject since George R. Kernodle, in 
From Art to Theatre (1944), began his attack on the 
sacrosanct notions enshrined in, say, J. C. Adams’ 
The Globe Playhouse (1943). To enumerate the essays 
that make up most of Volume 12 is to set forth a list 
of chapters that the student must read as soon as pos- 
sible, if he is not to fall far behind in his theatrical 
knowledge of Shakespeare and his fellows. Kernodle, 
himself, differentiates acutely between our bare arena 
stage and the Elizabethan platform area fronting a 
heavily symbolic facade (“The Open Stage: Eliza- 
bethan or Existentialist?”). C. Walter Hodges shows 
that each age’s interpretation of the limited evidence 
concerning the Shakespearian theatre depends a great 
deal on its own underlying aesthetic preconceptions 
(“The Lantern of Taste”). W. F. Rothwell argues for 
variety of form in the London theatres (“Was There a 
Typical Elizabethan Stage?”). “On Reconstructing a 
Practicable Elizabethan Public Playhouse” shows 
Richard Southern carefully interpreting the extant 
contracts of the Fortune and Hope in the light of De- 
Witt’s Swan drawing and other cognate material. That 
we can not be sure of a permanent inner stage is defin- 
itely indicated by Richard Hosley in “The Discovery- 
Space in Shakespeare’s Globe.’”’ Allardyce Nicoll writes 
a delightful piece on “Passing Over the Stage”: the 
actors entered and left from the auditorium itself rath- 
er than from the tiring-house. “The Actor at the Foot 
of Shakespeare’s Platform,” by J. L. Styan, explores, 
in an excellent little paper, the possible significance of 
downstage actions. Rudolf Stamm, in “Elizabethan 
Stage-Practice and the Transmutation of Source Ma- 
terial by the Dramatists,” illustrates — beautifully |— 
how comparison between source and Shakespeare’s text 
clearly brings out theatrical aspects of the latter. Rich- 
ard David’s “Actors and Scholars: A View of Shakes- 
peare in the Modern Theatre” argues sensitively the 
necessity of an illusory, stylized, non-realistic approach 
to Shakespeare. Finally, Roy Walker’s “The Whirligig 
of Time: A Review of Recent Productions,” combining 
scholarly knowledge and dramaturgic acuteness, peers 
carefully at recent productions of Henry VIII and 
Twelfth Night.

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FRANK NORRIS: BIBLIOGRAPHICAL ADDENDA

Although Frank Norris lived but 32 years (1870-1902), he produced at least three powerful 
novels, McTeague, The Octopus, and The Pit, among his not inconsiderable literary output, and 
his reputation has remained fairly steady, despite some ups and downs. His best work is still in 
print, Vandover and the Brute even having been reprinted in 1959. He has been the subject of no 
less than 37 theses and dissertations, but of only two full-length studies in almost 60 years, Frank- 
lin Walker’s Frank Norris: A Biography (Garden City, 1932) and Ernest Marchand’s Frank Norris: 
A Study (Stanford, 1942), both the outgrowth of Ph.D. efforts. In addition, three European 
dissertations have been published, and Lars Ahnebrink has done a short work on Zola and Norris 
and a longer study in which Norris is treated with two other novelists. Some 200 articles and chap- 
ters in books and 100 reviews about one of America’s important writers have hardly overburdened 
the critical journals. We now have a successor to Joseph Gaer’s 50-page mimeographed bibliography 
(1934): Frank Norris: A Bibliography, compiled by Kenneth A. Lohf and Eugene P. Sheehy, and 
published by The Talisman Press, Los Gatos, California, 1959, 108 pages, $5.75. 

The bibliography is very well done, consisting of about 2,000 items under 525 entries in two 
major parts: works by Norris, and writings about him. In the first part are included collected works, 
individual works, dramatizations, film adaptations, and contributions to periodicals. The bibliogra- 
phical descriptions of the .collected and individual works are little more than transcriptions of title 
pages, number of pages, page size, and a comment on the binding. But the compilers do list the first 
English edition, reprints, and translations. Some 25 pages are devoted to books, parts of books, 
periodical articles and reviews about the novelist, and there is a 16-page index. Thus there is no 
doubt that Mr. Lohf and Mr. Sheehy, having already done bibliographical justice to Joseph Conrad, 
Marianne Moore, and Yvor Winters, put collectors, scholars and librarians in their debt with Frank 
Norris: A Bibliography. 

Typographically, the book could be improved (for example, on p. 42 the text runs into the bot- 
tom margin); there are few misprints (the title page transcription of Yvernelle, p. 22, contains 
an error, and a list of errata cites pp. 33, 40, 41); on p. 89 W. D. Howells should be named as the 
reviewer of The Pit in Harper's Weekly. Without meaning to detract from the labors of the com- 
pilers, who have meant to be complete, I list here 46 items which might well have been included 
in their bibliography of Norris. Their omission may have been intended; I think they are up to the 
level of other material in the Lohf-Sheehy volume. (My bibliographical form is the one which the 
two Columbia University librarians employ.)
